Tue Coast Survey.—The following account of 
the perilous situation of the U. S. brig Consort, is| 
‘trom a letter dated Nantucket, Oct. 9th. 

“U. S. brig Consort, Lieut. Powell, arrived at| 
Holmes’s Hole this morning from sea. The Consort | 
left the South Shoal of Nantucket, Sunday morning, | 
Oct. 3, at 2 A. M. well prepared for the coming gale, 
and had reached Gay Head on her way to Newport | 
when the gale from the NE. struck her. The thick 
weather forced her to heave off under the storm try- | 
sail; under which the brig lay to until Tuesday 
morning, exposed to the fury of the tempest, which 
blew a perfect hurricane. The sea swept away two 
of her boats ; her sheet anchor was cut away, and the 
two guns thrown overboard to relieve her from the 
weight of the storm. Her tiller was twice snapped 
off in the rudder head. Her masts were providen- 
tially saved and the vessel from wreck by the severest 
storm known on this coast for twenty years. The 
Barometer on board fell to 28 98, Sunday, 8 P. M. and 
continued until Monday, 4A. M. The gale com- 
menced from ENE. and veered by the North to NW. 
by N. from which point it was most severe.

Secetary at wax.—In the American of Wednesday 
the 13th inst. you call Mr. Svencer the *‘ Secretary of 
War.” This phraseology is not peculiar to yourselves; | 
but I believe is generally used by the press of our coun- | 
try as well-as in conversation. ‘The best writers of | 
England, if I mistake not, use—Secretary at War | 
In the Dublin edition, 1796, of Gisnon’s miscellaneous | 
works, vol. 1, page 240, that very elegant and correct | 
writer so designates that functionary : and [ find the 
sune mode of expression employed in the article,— 
“The Colmans,”—in a late number of Blackwood’s 
Magazine ARISTARCHUs. 

In nearly all the laws afd resolutions ot Congress, 
this officer is designated as Secretary of War, when- 
ever he is mentioned. 

With all deference, however, and humility as to the 


value of our opinion, we object to both expressions; 











neither of them is strictly correct according to the | 
law, creating the department. Though, of the two, 
we think that Secretary of War is better. Why 
should it not be “ Secretary of the drmy?” We 
have a Secretary of the Treasury, and a Secretary of 
the Navy, each of which titles is indicative of the 
duties of the station. If words are intended to convey 
ideas, then Secretary of Waris an anomaly in a 
Government which is at peace. 

In the infancy of our Government, few officers 
were required, and one individual was then compe- 
tent to direct all our military operations, on the water 
a3 well as onthe land. Consequently, we find that 
the law, passed on the 7th August, 1739, establishing 
the Department of War, says: 

“ There shall be an executive department, denomina- 
ted the Department of War ; and there shall be a prin- 
cipal officer therein, to be called the Secretary for the 
Department of War, who shall perform and execute 
such duties as shall from time to time be enjoined on, 
orentrusted to, him by the President of the U.S. relative 
to military commissions, or to the land or naval forces, 
ships or warlike stores of the U. S. orto such other mat- 
ters respecting military or naval affairs, as the Presi- 
dent of the U. S. shall assign to the said department,” 
&e. &e. 

A few years afterwards, as our commerce, popula- 
tion and intercourse with foreign nations were ex- 
tended, it was decided to form a navy, and on the 30th 
April, 1798, a law was passed, establishing a Navy 
Department, which says: 

“ There shall be an executive department, under the 
denomination of the Department of the Navy, the chief 
officer of which shall be called the Secretary of the 
Navy.” 

The 5th section repeals so much of the act of Aug. 
7, 1739, «as vests any of the powers contemplated 
by the provisions of this act in the Setretary for the 
Department of War.” 

In thus dividing the duties of the Secretary of War, 
no change was made in the title of his office, or of the 
department under his charge ; and it has so remained 
ever since, 

The title of ‘Secretary’ does not seem to be 
compatible with the dignity or importance of the 
head of adepartment. In the common interpretation 


of the word, it means nothing more than a clerk, 
Recorder, or Amanuensis; as, Secretary toa public 
meeting—of a Board of Directors—of a company, 
military or mercantile—of a literary or scientific 
Association, &e. &e. 

Nearly all modern Lexicographers give the same 
definition to the word Secrrerary—* one who writes 
for another.”” Webster adds: *“ the chief officer of a 
department ;” but this definition is evidently adapted 
to the state of things existing in our Government, 
not as the word is understood in England, or where- 
ever else the English language is spoken. 

In the British Government, the term invariably used, 
and found in the Army Lists and Royal Kalendar, is 
“ Secretary at War ;”’ but it does not follow that we 
should copy ail their military titles, particularly if 
we can find others equally expressive. 

«“ Manager,” “Director,” or “ Governor,” would 
be more appropriate, as conveying with it an idea of 
the powers exercised by the person holding the office. 

‘ Manager’ is perhaps too much allied to Theatres 
to be acceptable— Director’ leads us to think of a 
Bank or other incorporated institution—and ‘ Gover- 
nor’ seems to belong exclusively to the chief executive 
officer of a State. Custom reconciles us to many 
things, preposterous in themselves abstractedly con- 
sidered ; and custom has made ‘Secretary’ so familiar 

ous, that strong objections to a change would be 
mae on that very account. 





The acquittal and release of McLeop have re- 
moved one of the existing causes of an apprehended 
war with England. The trial has ended as we 
believed and hoped it would ; and the agitators must 
now look to some other exciting topic to keep up the 
féeling of hostility between the two countries. 

Neither of the Governinents should relax its vigi- 
lance to preserve neutrality, for the materials exist in 
abundance along the frontier to raise an emeute at a 
moment’s notice ; and it needs only an opportunity to 

| display itself, just as inert malaria requires the warmth 
| of asummer’s sun to disseminate its pestilential in- 
fluence. 
| The Northeastern boundary question is one more 
difficult of settlement, because each Goverament is 
| ohstinately bent upon maintaing its own ground. 
| Governments, in their diplomatic intercourse with 
‘each other, make a profession of sincerity and good 
will, which but too often serve as cloaks for hypo- 
| crisy and hostile designs. The British Government 
_ would acquire a title to candor, if it would acknow- 
ledge that it had no right to the disputed territory, 
but claimed it because it afforded the only accessible 
route to Canada over land from its more eastern pro- 
vince of New Brunswick. Such an acknowledg- 
ment can scarcely be expected, nor is it probable that 
an abandonment of the British claim will be assented 
to. We have therefore only to look to a protracted 
negociation, until some ostensible cause for war is 
found, and then for hard knocks to carry the point,

EXPLOSIVE SHELLS. 

Guruenr’s, Jure’s, STEVENS’, PAIXHAN’S, AND 
PorTer’s AND BARRY’S SHELLS COMPARED.—In 
1821-3-4, a hoard of officers, termed commissioners, 
was appointed by order of the French Government. 
to test the advantages of Guthere’s and Jute’s elong- 
ated and half-lone shells. Their attention was parti- 
cularly drawn to the mechanism of the fuse, of which 
the board or commissioners gave an accurate and de- 
tailed description. It appears frem their report, that 
the exnlosion of the shells depended upon concussion | 
on the head of the fuse. The results of the experi- 
ments were not very satisfactory, as but few of the} 
shells exploded ; and in many instances, although the | 
hammer which was to be detached by the concussion, | 
and forced down upon the percussion can within the | 
chamber of the fuse, did not strike with sufficient 
force to ignite the cap and fire the fuse, the shells de- | 
viated from a straight line before reaching the target, | 
in consequence of their form, although tails or wings 
were placed on the end of the shell to direct its | 
course. In fact, the shells were abandoned, in conse- | 
quence of these and other defects. 

The advantages proposed by Guthere and Jure in 
their invention, were: their shells would explode al- 
ways on striking the object aimed at; the intention | 
of giving them an elongated form was to cause the, 
head of the fuse always to strike the object, which 
concussion would drive a small square hammer upon 
the head ofa fuse, enclosed within the shell, and 
explode it; but few of the experiments were success- 
ful, and therefore the shell was abandoned. 

R. L. Stevens invented an elongated shell, which 
appeared to possess the same qualities of those of 
Guthere’s and Jure’s. These shells are enlongated, 
having tails to direct their flight; and the results of 
experiments made with them have terminated in the 








game manner as those of Gnthere’s and Jure’s; but P 


the American Government has not, with the same 
wisdom as that of the French, abandoned them. 

General Paixhan first introduced the practice of 
firing a bomb-shell from a common long gun; hence the 
name of the shell. ‘The advantages of this shell over 
Guthere’s, Jure’s, and Stevens’ are; being spherical, it 
will always fly direct towards the object aimed at; but 
its defects consist in its depending upon a fuse; and 
on the regulation of this fuse depends the certainty of 
its exploding at the right time. The attack upon Bey- 
rout and Acre by the British has done away with the 
terror of these shells, most of them exploding at une- 
qual distances, although to all appearances the fuses 
were regulated to explode at equal distances. 

The shells invented by Lieut. Porter and Mr. Bar- 
ry are round, and do not depend upon the uncertain 
ignition of a fuse. The advantages which they pos- 
sess over the above mentioned shells, are: 

They have no projections to prevent their passing 
freely from or into the gun ; 

They explode always at the right time, to wit: on 
entering the side of the ship: 

No separate shot room, other than a common shot 
locker. is required to stow them on board ship; 

No danger can be apprehended by explosion while 
loading : 

The expense of a fuse is saved in their fabrication: 

They are safe to handle, and always certain in their 
effects ; 

They can never deviate from a right line in firing, 
as they are spherical. 

Their advantsges over all other shot or shell would 
be supposed sufficient to warrant a fair trial of them.

EXPLOSIVE SHELLS. 

Mr. Eorror.—I noticed au article on explosive 
shells, in your poner of the Sth inst., taken from the 
Army and Navy Chronicle, over the signature of W. 
D. Porter, in which he asserts he has invented a shell 
that fulfils all desiderata in such an engine of war; 
ist. That it shall not explode in or on leaving the gun. 
2nd. That it shall explode on reaching its terminus. 
And 3d. That it shall be safe to handle. 

Now I would ask Lieut. Porter, if all this be true, 
how it happened, that Capt. Bright, while handling 
one of his shells at the Navy Yard in Washinton, had 
it to go off in his hands, and blow him to atoms?!! 

The shells he did try before certain parties, were 
only about the size of walnuts ora little larger; and 
because they exploded then, and seemed then to be 
safe to handle, while so small, did they afford any 
proof that they would succeed equally as well in 
thirty-two pound shells, or when fired from a ten-inch 
gun before a charge of twenty pounds of powder, 
and into the water as well as on to land? Lieut Por- 
ter was offered every facility for experimenting with 
his shells, by the Navy Department, and when having 
a thirty-two pound shell fixed for experiment, it blew 
up and killed a valuable officer. And since that time, 
we presuine, no one is willing to handle his shells but 
himself, and then at a distance from any one else. 

As to the assertion that the Navy Department ne- 
glects his shell, it is manifestly erroneous. Neither 
would it require a thousand dollars to test the merits 
of his shell. Both the Ordnance Department and 
Navy Board are willing to try all shells that are pre- 
pared or brought to them for trial. And as Lieut. 
Porter belongs to the Navy, we do not believe it 
would cost him one hundred dollars beyond materials 
supplied by Government, to test the merits of any 
shell he may propose. Both naval and land officers 
are {frequent experimenters, and, of course, and pro- 
erly so, at the expense of the Government. And 
I believe Capt. Bell, of the Navy, at onetime received 
a bonus of $20,060 for some invention, thought at the 
time to be valuable, but which has since proved, it is 
said, to be wholly worthless. I do not care how 
much naval officers experiment, or whether the Go- 
vernment pays for it or not, or how much they claim 
for their inventive genius; but I do protest against 
the disposition they manifest, to undervalue, or dis- 
parage. the discoveries of American citizens, who 
have never held office either in the Army, Navy, or 
civil list. And who are no applicants for any. 

Ii Dr. A. Jones does not prove, his universal ex- 
plosice shell to answer all the requisite qualities of 
such a missile, he will agree both for the Government 
and the public to condemn it.
